We hope Chief Neal Ellis of the Ful- 
ton County Police really means what he 
says about taking positive steps to put a 
stop to the reckless driving of patrol cars. 


The inexcusable incident of Friday 
last, when a Negro woman was badly in- 
jured on Peachtree Road by a speeding 
patrol car running a red light, has 
brought to the boiling point long-seething 
public indignation over the way in which 
county cops have violated the driving 


laws they are sworn to uphold. 


The fact that the ‘accident took place

One would think, watching them operate, 
that we had turned the county patrol cars 
over to a bunch of juvenile hot-rodders 
and that they were practicing for a thrill 
circus. : 
We trust, as aforesaid, that Chief Ellis 
will now take any steps necessary to curb 
the homicidal tendencies of the speed 
demons on his force. 

If he cannot, then the County Com- 
mission must do so. 

The people have had enough. 


Let's Get the Truth About Defense 


It is reassuring that Congress is going 
to ask Gen. Eisenhower to explain in more 
detail his concern, expressed in a speech 
last week, over the extent of the nation’s 
disarmament. 

Actually, Gen. Eisenhower referred to 
the State of American defenses in only a 
single sentence. His address was con- 
cerned with ways of implementing peace. 
It was a masterful speech, and one that 
requires thorough and thoughtful reading 
to assimilate. It shows the vast depth 
and breadth of the man. 

If there are defects in our defenses 
they ought to be remedied, even at the 
expense of curtailed expenditures on do- 
mestic projects. So far there have been 
two schools of thought, one insisting this 
country is woefully and. dangerously un- 
prepared, and the other boastfully assert- 
ing, with equal vehemence, that we could 
start out licking Russia at 4 o’clock in the 
morning. Congress will listen when Gen. 
Eisenhower analyzes the situation. 

The foreboding fact is Russia, sponsor- 


ing peace rumors out of Moscow, con- 
tinues to rearm with all haste. We pre- 
viously have pointed out that Russia usu- 
ally promotes peace overtures to lull the 
West while planning new aggression. The 
other day Joseph Alsop reported from 
Berlin the Russians are preparing for a 
bigger, better blockade of the city next 
Fall. And this time the airlift won’t be 
the answer, for the ground-landing control 


system will be jammed. Neither will be ° 


Russians be subject to a counter-block- 
ade, for railroad tracks now have been 
laid around Berlin and the West will not 
have a chance to stop east-bound traffic 


there in retaliation. 


Whether this particular offensive ma- 
terializes or not, it is indicative of the 
determination of Russia to have her way 
regarding Germany. Qhe is no less _Je- 
termined regarding other ambitions, which 
include eventual world domination. 

It is time we got down to brass tacks 
about defense. Gen. Eisenhower will be 
a great help in arriving at the truth. 


A Job for Rural Areas, Too 


We recall that when the recent Legis- 
lature was wrangling over extension of 
juvenile courts and the probation system 
to covet the entire State, one argument 
of the opposition was that crime is cen- 
tered chiefly in the cities and the rural 
sections are relatively free from it. There 
was no reason, they said, to make rural 
areas pay for something they didn’t need. 

Along with others, we cited FBI fig- 
ures showing rural crime increasing faster 
than urban crime. 

It still is. The FBI’s uniform crime re- 
ports for last year, just issued, show that 
while the crime rate for the nation as a

whole increased 4.5 percent from the pre- 
vious year, the increase in rural areas’ wa 
8.0 percent. 

The reasons probably are many and 
complicated, but we would guess that high 
among them is the fact that rural areas no 
longer are isdlated from the criminal in- 
fluences while police protection remains 
on about he same level it has through 
the’ years. | 

At any rate, the figures clearly show 
that cities no longer bear all the onus 
of crime breeding. Rural sections have 
a job to do, also, and their task is. getting 
bigger all the time. 


Bipartisan Foreign Policy Going? 


WASHINGTON—After operating with a fair degree of success for the past several years, our ad- 
mirable bipartisan foreign policy appears to be headed for the discard. The Republicans evidently 
are now out to destroy that which they helped to build. It is impossible to draw any other conclu- 
sion than this from the increasing attacks coming from GOP sources which are constantly being 


hurled at the State Department. 


With another national campaign approaching, leaders of the minor- 


ity party seem to feel that they need some further issue to arouse the people, if they are to make 
any headway in the November elections, when the full membership of the House and a third of the 


Senate will be voted on. 


The old bugaboo of Communism is again be 
ing trotted out as the prescription that fits the 
bill. To that end we have heard a lot of irre- 
sponsible charges about the State Department 
being infested with Communists. Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy, Republican, of Wisconsin (Jumping Joe, 
they call him, out in the Badger State), started 
the tirade, but it has since been picked up by 
other GOP stalwarts. 


Sen. Kenneth Wherry, of Nebraska, the 
Republican floor leader of the upper cham- 
ber, is declaring that Secretary of State Ache- 
son should be fired as a bad security risk. 
GOP National Chairman Gabrielson is going 
further by charging that the whole Govern- 
ment, under the Democrats, is “infested with 
spies, emissaries, agents and members of the 
Communist Party.” Even a man like Sen. 
Taft, of Ohio, whose stature as the Republi- 
can policy head of the Senate should enable 
him to know better, is encouraging people 
like McCarthy to go.ahead with the attacks. 


Taft’s advice to Jumping Joe has been to 
keep plugging. He is quoted as having said to 
McCarthy that “if one case doesn’t work, bring 
up others.” In this he was referring to the sev- 
eral names of State Department officials cited 
to the Senate investigating committee as Commu- 
nists which have flared back as baseless. 

The smear tactics employed by McCarthy and 
the others suggest that the Republicans are will- 
ing to go to any extremes. If they end up by 
finding just one Communist or pink concealed 
away in the Government, that will be justifi- 
cation to them for all the others they have 
smeared. They are hopeful-that the public will 
forget all of the smears from being aroused over 
the single exposure. But to date they have not 
been able to produce a single case that stands up. 

All of this Means, of course, that the end is

to show the other nations of the world, and par- 
ticularly the Russians, that while we had a way 
of battling each other all over the map on domes- 
tic issues, the fight ended at our boundaries.

President Truman cannot be expected to sit 
by idly and permit the attacks to be carried on. 
He has promised to take to the stump in May for 
what is likely to be a cross-country campaign 
jaunt. Judging from his past excursions of: the 
kind, notably in 1948, he may be expected to 
take the hide off those who have been making 
irresponsible utterances about Government in- 
festation with spies and Communist agents. 

When the President does that, it should mark 
the final dissolution of the successful working 
arrangement between the two parties in the past 
over foreign policy. The pity of it all is that 
the breakup in bipartisan co-operation comes at 
a time when there are more compelling reasons 
than ever for us to put up a united front against 
foreign enemies. 


Perhaps if Sen. Arthur H. Vanderberg, of 
Michigan, had remained in good health and 
been constantly on the scene the situation 
might have been different.

In an Egyptian 
temple unearthed years ago were writings describing the battles 
fought there by Egyptian King Thothmes in 1478 B. C. The dust 
of battle has hung over it since. So often was there war on the 
plains the old prophets said that here, on the field of Armageddon. 
would be fought the last battle of mankind.

ness of the times and the armies that fought in the early days. It 
was on Tabor the tribes of Israel were gathered together by De- 
borah and led to battle against the Canaanites. It was on Mount. 
Tabor the Insurgent Jews fortified themselves against the Romans. 
The ruins of their defenses yet are there. 


Gilboa To the right were the hills of Gilboa. King Saul knew 
them well; too well, indeed. It was there, 1,000 years 
before Christ, that his army was routed and he fell upon his sword,

But there was only the silence, the 
flowers, the soft wind, a boy herding goats on a slope, and the faint 
voices of the many dead crying out from the plain of Jesreel and 
the hills that ring here about ... only that.

reth.

Under the system, acting for the President, they 
found her disloyal. No one, of course, has a 
vested right to a Government job, as the court’s 
majority decision properly pointed out. Her job 
was not in what is called a “sensitive” agency. 
She had access to no “secrets.” She is out of 
that job. 

Her case was put in one sentence by Judge 
Henry W. Edgerton in his minority opinion: 

“Without trial by jury, without evidence, and 
without even being allowed to confront her ac- 
cusers or to know their identity, a citizen of the 
United States has been found disloyal to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States.”

Edward H. Rees, Kansas, now rank- 
ing minority membg, refuses to go along with 
the proposed extension of authority to depart- 
ment and agency heads as provided in the 
Murray Bill. He protests that it would not 
give employees sufficient protection and _it 
would, indeed, permit the play of mere whim or 
other flimsy pretexts. He urges modification of 
the measure. 

In all these issues there is still recourse to the 
Supreme Court, which will have an opportunity 
to pass on the Bailey and related cases.

- WASHINGTON—The “dead and buried” flying saucers return to haunt the Air Force—and even 
on their own doorstep. The latest visitation was spotted by two airline pilots. They reported seeing 


a saucer flying over Arkansas 
ton, Ohio—where experts wres 
hoped—a sky-app 
nesses to ome 

What happened to the report is almost as 
mysterious as the saucer, or what-was-it, de- 
scribed by CAA control-tower employees, United 
States Weather Bureau observers and four Air 
National Guard pilots, who took off after the 
unidentified object in Mustang fighters. 

The report reached Rentzel last week. He 
put it in his pocket and went to the Pentagon. 
The next day he said he had transmitted it to 
Air Force Intelligence and declined to discuss the 
contents. 

And Air Force spokesman at the Pentagon 
also declined to discuss the report. He said it 
had been sent back to Dayton. 

The spokesman added that the USAF is “out 
of the flying-saucer business—the subject was 
closed last January.” He admitted, however, that 
reports are being received, although the Air 
Force no longer sends out its own investigating 
teams. 

George Barnes, tower operator at Dayton, was 
quoted as saying he spotted a luminous, bullet- 
shaped object hovering in the air northeast of 
the tower shortly before daylight. He notified 
the Air National Guard and the control tower 
at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base. 


Barnes said when he put field glasses on 
the object it seemed more spherical in shape. 
He saw it shoot upward, he said, at terrific 
speed, and then remain poised, like a pin- 
point of light, until clouds obscured it 30 
minutes later. He said he had the object 
under observation for two and a half hours. 


Lt. Col. Dale Shafer, of the Air Guard, saw 
the object when he took off after it at 9 o’clock 
and it appeared no larger, he added, when he 
climbed over 30,000 feet. He described it as 
some sort of celestial body. 

The CAA observer, on the other hand, was 
said to have been convinced the object .was con- 
trolled in flight by some means. Dr. J. A. Hynek, 
director of McMillen Observatory at Ohio State 
University, and member of an Air Force com- 
mittee which had studied “flying saucer” re- 
ports, said the object may have been a 
or of “astronomical” origin. He did not see it, 
however. 

Since the USAF closed its books on the sub- 
ject, “unidentified aerial phenomena” have been 
reported from California, New Mexico, Alaska, 
Mexico and North Africa—to name a few. 

There are a lot of reports of which our in- 
telligence services are not forced to take official 
notice, as they were of the Dayton apparition.

For instance, there was the case of Dr. Craig 
Hunter, of Berkeley Springs, W. Va. 

Dr. Hunter said last Thursday he saw a saucer 
hovering less than 500 feet up, over Route 153, 
between Penfield and Clearfield, Pa. He said 
that it was between 50 and 150 feet in diameter 
and 25 to 30 feet thick at the center. The disc 
was described as composed of three concentric 
circles, the outer and inner ones stationary and 
the middle one revolving “with a great hissing 
whistle.” 

Still unidentified is the “space ship” described 
in detail by Eastern Air Lines Pilots C. S. Chiles 
and John B. Whitte near Montgomery, Ala., in 
July of 1948. 

They agreed they saw “a wingless aircraft, 
100 feet long, cigar-shaped and about twice the 
diameter of a B-29 with no protruding surfaces. 
... “It flashed down toward us and we veered to 
the left. It veered to its left and passed about 
700 feet to our right and above us. 

“Then, as if the pilot had seen us and wanted 
to avoid us, it pulled up with a tremendous 
burst of flame from the rear and zoomed into 
the clouds, its prop wash or jet wash rocking 
our DC-3.” 

Airmen have grown cagey of late about dis- 
cussing their observations, especially military 
pilots.

Scramble Eggs Dozen Ways 
For Any Mealtime Use 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
Constitution Home Economics Editor 


There are more ways to scramble an egg than I could 
begin to describe. Basically, there are two ways to start 


out—in the skillet or in a double boiler. 


But the varia- 


tions in seasonings and added ingredients are legion. 


Eggs never should be scram- 
bled until the customers are 
ready with their napkins tucked 
under their chins. A man can 
wait for an egg, but an egg 
should never have to wait for 
aman. Eggs scramble fast, 
and if they are cooked beyond 
the coagulation point, they dry 
out and toughen in texture. 
That’s one reason for recom- 
mending a double boiler for 
scrambled eggs. The heat is 
more gentle and’ overtooking is 
less likely. But there are many 
egg eaters who like scrambled 
eggs just a little browned, 
stirred quickly in the skillet aft- 
er ham or bacon has_ been 
cooked. 


If appetites are light, scram- 
ble an egg apiece. Ordinarily 
you’d allow six eggs for four 
servings. Really hungry break- 
fasters can take care of two 
scrambled. eggs apiece. Add a 
tablespoon of milk for each egg, 
stir or beat slightly, and turn 
into a hot double boiler or 
skillet, with a little’ butter, 
bacon, or ham fat in it. Keep 
stirring constantly until eggs 
are just coagulated. Take them 
up while they still are moist. 
They may be salted and pep- 
pered as they scramble. Keep 
the heat low as they cook.

8. Scramble eggs with flaked

_ 12. Scramble eggs with raw 
oysters or cooked shrimps. Also 
nice for late evening. 

The 12 suggestions are only a 
beginning, of course. Leftover 
vegetables or cooked rice may 
be scrambled’ with eggs. 

Once when I wrote about 
scrambled eggs I had a letter 
from a man who said, “You for- 
got the best way of all—eggs 
scrambled with fried potatoes. 
Man, that’s a dish” Fried 
cooked potatoes seasoned with 
onion and perhaps even a little 
green pepper do taste pretty 
wonderful when a few eggs are 
tossed in at the last and the 
mixture is scrambled together. 
Maybe not the prettiest platter- 
ful you ever ate, but certainly 
satisfying to hunger. This is 
recommended for a _ country 
breakfast or for a picnic.

It’s a far-reaching 
act, but it is one which is a 
part of a nationwide program 
of Kappa Kappa Gammas (82 
active chapters, and 287 alum:- 
nae organizations) who initiated 
a program of rehabilitation for 
the children of this distressed 
area. 


The sorority’s project stems 
from a wartime story. 

Bas-Meudon was one of those 
towns in France that, of neces- 
sity, had to be bombed by our 
American pilots during the war. 
The Germans had taken control 
of the factories there and were 
using it as an arsenal. The 
devastation was so great and 
there was so much hardship 
among the people that four 
years ago the national organiza- 
tion of Kappa Kappa Gamma 
began to channel all its philan- 
thropic efforts to that one town 
with particular emphasis on 
helping the little children. 

Because of her initial inter- 
est in the plan and her well- 
known name, the project was 
called the Dorothy Canfield 
Fisher Fund. Active chapters 
and alumnae groups all pooled 
their efforts and virtually adopt- 
ed the entir- town. Fifteen 
schools were “adopted” some by 
single alumnae groups and 
some by a combination of 
groups. Clothes, food and all 
supplies were sent to these 
schools. 

When an organization could 
not afford to take over an en- 
tire school, individual children 
were adopted and clothes, toys 
and medicine were sent directly 
to that child. Since many of 
the children were undernour- 
ished and on the verge of tuber- 
culosis a Summer camp program 
was initiated and some of the 
groups provided money to send 
a child or a group of children 
to these Summar camps in order 
to build up their health. 

Much has been accomplished 
since this program was begun 
and the results are astonishing. 
There are still some underpriv 
ileged, -homeless children need- 
ing help, however, and it is for 
this that the Atlanta Alumnae 
are sponsofing the book review 
by Mrs. Church. Tickets will
